The Sir John Carling 26 hours out 
from 
Newfoundland 
en 
route 
to 
England at 9:25 a. in. e. s. t., today, 
was overdue 
at Croydon 
airport 
when* it had been expected at about 
7 a. in. 
Nothing had been heard of 
the 
plane since it left 
H arbor 
Grace, 
Newfoundland, at 
< t-5 a. m., e. s. 
C, yetserday, with Terry Tally and 
Jam es Medcalf aboard. 
Croydon officials were anxious to ­ 
day lest the Carling's end be similar 
to that of Old Glory which has dis­ 
appeared without leaving a trace of 
her tragedy.

Pavne, who were aboard Old Gloi \ , 
almost has been abandoned. Vessels 
whii'h searched the Atlantic hun­

Press that they had found 
nothing and most of them, perhaps 
all, have abandoned the search. 1 he 
sea was rough. The 'chances of tho 
plane or its rubber boat remaining 
afloat were 
negligible. 
A 
vessel 
without wireless might have 
picked 
tin* iliors from the sea and upon th at 
faint c h a n c e rested s u c h hope 
for 
them as existed today. 
Lack of news of the Carling from 
Irish waters or from Ireland 
was 
regarded as ominous. All successful 
attem pts to cross the north Atlantic 
have been accompanied by scattered 
reports of the plane’s progress. 
The Royal Windsor at 
Harbor 
Grace was ready to fly to England 
or to search for Old Glory today, 
but 
weather conditions made both 
ventures unfeasible.

The trial of Herbert Meek, Deca­ 
tur county farm er charged with 
an 
attem pted criminal assault on Nellie 
Hankins, Richland girl, went 
into 
the second day of the hearing today 
with a court room tilled with 
p er­ 
sons, most of whom were witnesses 
for the defense. 
The state concluded with 
their 
portion of the evidence, and turned 
the case over to the defense 
this 
morning. Indications were that 
the 
trial would go over Friday and pos­ 
sibly Saturday before the witnesses 
could all be heard and the argum ents 
presented. 
The c a s e of the state against Dr. 
A. G. Sliauck, Arlington 
physician, 
charged with intoxication and tra n s ­ 
portation of liquor, had been set tor 
trial Friday, but on account of the 
Meek case taking up more 
time 
than was expected, another date will 
have to be set for the Sliauck case. 
The defense, in witnesses exam ­ 
ined today, was attem pting to show 
tin* .jury that the ease agains Meek 
was a “ fram e-u p ,” and that the mo­ 
ral ch aracter of Nellie Hankins, the 
15-year-old 
prosecuting 
witness, 
had been bad in her community for 
some time prior to the tiling of the 
case now being heard. 
Most of the witnesses heard today

were called by the defense to testify 
that the girl’s reputation was ques­ 
tionable.

Six ships, peace-time carriers, lett 
port .with more than 5,000 
form er 
doughboys, tin* advance guard 
of 
American Legionnaires who will a t ­ 
tend the annual conventaion in P a r ­ 
is. 
On tin* docks hands played 
and 
drum corps rattled and shrilled. rl lie 
happy travellers, m any seeing one 
another for the first time in 
years, 
began to sing. There was some men­ 
tion of a mademoiselle from arm a- 
neiteres and one group 
ot 
voices 
boasted that there were no Hies on 
them. 
In some cases women wore 
left 
on the dock, smiling. This time they 
knew with reasonable certainty th at 
tin* men would come back. But 
the 
biggest difference between today and 
1917 was that so many women went 
along. Wives, mothers, and 
sisters 
stood on the decks by their 
h u s­ 
bands, sons and brothers, eager 
to 
vi>it with them the scenes 
where 
death once was always nearby. 
By Saturday the number of legion­ 
naires will have exceeded 
10,000, 
all due to arrive* in P aris before the 
convention opens on the 19th. 
The pilgrimage of peace began at 
1 a. ml when tin* Gummier Tuscania 
slipped frOm its pier and 
glided 
down the Hudson with some 1,100 
form er soldiers. The Ansonia 
and 
j Scythia of the same line, with 850 
and 1,000 respectively sailed 
this 
forenoon. The De G rasse of

French line, with 900, also 
joined 
the procession across the Atlantic.

Foreseeing by Judge Slick s com ­

Three good natured bandits robbed 
the Switz city state bank of about 
$2,000 today and escaped in an a u ­ 
tomobile driven by a fo u rth man. 
The motor car was seen to ro ar 
eastw ard out of the town on state 
road No. 67. One report said 
th at 
when they reached Newberry, south­ 
east of here, they mistook the sig­ 
nal of a watchman 
a t a railroad 
crossing and turned back. 
Charles 
B. Hollars, cashier 
of the 
bank, 
believed they were from 
Vincennes 
or Washington. 
H ollars was alone 
in the 
bank 
when one of the bandits, described 
as short and young, walked up to a 
cage. Right behind him, was another 
man and as Hollars turned to look, 
the first drew a gun. 
The bandits 
forced Hollars to lie face down 
on 
the lloor back 
of the 
cage 
while 
they took all the money in sight anil 
then made him open the vault. 
The cashier kept 
his 
wits and 
sparred for time. 
He excused 
his 
fumbling with the knob 
by saying 
lie was “ nervous,” and one of the 
bandits replied “ th a t’s all 
right— 
we’re used to that, but be sure 
to 
get the safe open.” 
Altogether, Hollars found th at the 
bandits were a jovial crew except 
for their mission. He told them at 
the outset that he would be as they 
wished and they did not threaten to 
harm him, but joked as he worked at 
the safe. A third bandit, who entered 
in overalls and walked around

lobby, did not say a word to anyone.
